United Nations, N. Y. iJP)—-Egypt was reported today to have 


the general support of U. N. Secretary Dag Hammarskjold In Ita de- 
mand that the U. N. police fores leave the Suez Canal zone after a 
British-French withdrawal. 


With Britain, France and Israel standing firm In their opposition, 


U. N. diplomats were said to be seriously concerned over the delay 
in finding a formula to resolve the deadlock. 


Hammarskjold's view of the function of the police force, based on 


his interpretation of resolution adopted by the General Assembly, was 
reported to include possible security during tha clearing of the blocked 
waterway. A U. N. spokesman said such "security arrangements" 
would b9 subject to negotiation, j. 


The secretary general, who re- 


turned yesterday from a trouble- 
shooting trip to Egypt, planned to 
submit two reports to the Assem- 
bly today. A U. N. spokesman said 
ona centered on the operation to 
clear the Canal, In which Ham- 
marskjold agreed the U. N. would 
help, and the other on the U. N. 
police force. 


Egypt has demanded that Brit- 


ain, 
France and Israel immedi- 


ately withdraw their troops from 
Egyptian territory seized in their 
offensive. 
Britain, 
and 
France 


have insisted they will pull their 
forces out of the northern third 
of the canal zone only If the posi- 
tions are taken over by U.N. po- 
lice troops. Israel has indicated It 
will try to hang on to the Gaza 
Strip .and so far hag not moved 
to withdraw from Egypt's Sinai 
Peninsula. 


The U. N. spokesman said clear- 


ance of the canal, blocked by the 
•wreckage of two bridges and 47 
sunken ships, would be undertak- 
en as authorized by the U. N., with 
tha organization arranging with 
"a number of firms'! to do the 
work. He added, "The negotiations 
for the undertaking might also 
have to cover security arrange- 
ments."

* EDSON IN WASHINGTON * 


X-Ray Pioneer Viewed as 
Ne~r Martyr to Humanity

TfTASHINGTON—(NEA)—One of the most dramatic stories of the 


late political campaign period was the report from Chicago 


on the 90th operation performed on Dr Emil H. Grubbe. 81, noted 
American pioneer in the use of X-rays. 


This story didn't get nearly the attention it deserves, in proper, 


connotation 
At first glance it might seem to have nothing to do 


with politics It doesn't—directly. But it does have a bearing on 
the banning of hydrogen bomb tests 


Sixty years ago, when young Grubbe was only 21, he was the 


first American to use the then-new X-rays to treat a woman suf- 
fering from breast cancer in a Chicago hospital. 


This was an historic e\ ent in American medical annals. The 


young scientist wasn't even a doctor at the time He was a student 
physicist He made his own X-iay vacuum tubes, following the 
experiments of German scientist Wilhelm C. Roentgen. 


THE NATURE and power of the X-ray were not fully under- 


stood at the time 
Over-exposure to radiation caused young 


Grubbe's left hand to swell. In time his hand had to be amputated. 


Over the next half-century, after he had himself become a grad- 


uate physician, Dr Grubbe became a leading teacher of other young 
doctors in the use of X-rajs for human therapy. His students 
numbered over 7,000 at the time of his retirement, seven years ago. 


But in this period Dr Grubbe has been forced to undergo 90 


operations for the removal of tissue and bone burned by X-ray. 
His most recent citation was for the removal of his nose and the 
right side of his face. 


Dr Grubbe has taken this sufFcnng \Mlhout complaint. He con- 


siders himself a human laboratory subject for the increase of 
knowledge on the effects of one of the most deadly and at the same 
time one of the most beneficent forces in nature. 


THE MORAL of this story of prolonged near-martyrdom is to be 


found in the political campaign debate over the banning of hydro- 
gen bomb tests. 


The subject should probably never have been brought into the 


campaign in the first place It isn't a political issue. 


But now that the election is over, scientists believe it should be 


considered on its own merits by non-partisan experts as a simple 
measure of safety first for the human race 


Man's knowledge of the hydrogen bomb and its deadly fallout 


is today just as limited as man's knowledge of the X-ray 60 years 
ago, when Dr. Grubbe was msking his first experiments. 


This fact explains v.hy some scientists say there is no "danger 


from fallout at yie present r&le of bomb testing, and why other 
scientists say that it is extremely dangerous. 


TRUE, the knowledge of radiation measurement and the science 


of delecting physical and chemical changes from radiation are more 
advanced than they v,ere 60 years ago. 


By dint of s'nngent scientific discipline the whole atomic energy 


Industry has turned in en amazing safety record. There have been, 
only a few Jives Jost from atomic energy radiation and the by- 
products of nuclear fission and fusion explosions. Those who have 
been burned were mostly victims of their own carelessness. 


But if this record is to be maintained, there must be still greater 


safety precautions. Uses of,atomic energy are expanding rapidly 


Sixty years from now it may be too late to correct the injuries to 


a whole generation of Emil Grubbes subjected to the now not com- 
pletely known dangers of fallout from loo many hydrogen 
bomb tests, s'

Justice Delivers Talk

Justice William J. Brennan, Jr., 


newest member of the U. S. Su- 
preme Court, spoke at the Whar- 
:on School of Finance & Commerce 
of the University of Pennsylvania, 
Philadelphia, this morning at 11 
a. m. His talk was titled "Does 
Business Have a Role in Improv- 
ing Judicial Administration?" 


Justice Brennan, who graduated 


from the Wharton School in 1928, 
was giving one of the Howard M. 


irawley Lectures in 
connection 


with the 75th Anniversary of the 
founding of the Wharton School; 
the oldest school of business ad- 
ministration in the country. It was 
the'second event in the comme- 
moration of the diamond 
jubilee 


which opened on October 12th. 


Justice Brennan had been on the 


State Supreme Court of New Jer- 
sey at the time of his appointment 
to the Supreme Court a month 
ago. He was formerly a practicing 
attorney in Newark, N. J.
